Enroute he joined another party 
heading west, but he was taken 
seriously ill with fever at Fort 
Yuma and was forced to remain 
there for some time. He eventually 
reached Los Angeles, but’ was too 
weak from his sickness to hold a 
job, so he came on toward the 
north. 


By 1859 he was establisifed in 
business, such as it was, at the 
Goodhue station, which was lo- 
cated at the Tule river fjord on 
the Overland Stage route between 
Sacramento, Los Angeles, Fort 
Yuma and points east. (The Tule 
at that time curved north of what 
is now the city area of Porterville. 
A historical. marker has’ been

When Putnam arrived in the 
area, the Israel Clapp family lived 
on two quarter sections east of 
Putnam’s location; (Hockett pur- 
chased his property from Harriett 
R, Clapp) on the south was 720 
acres oWned by Elisha Packwood; 
on the east, the holdings of J. P. 
Murray and on the north, property. 
belonging to Daniel Murphy. 


Kern river gold rush added 
early impetus to Putnam’s  busi- 
ness venture; he served meals for 
$1.00 and whiskey for 25 cents 
a shot. But he*also experienced 
tough times. 

In 1862, the famous flood year, 
course of the Tule river was 
changed to its present channel 
south of town; in 1864 a drought 
hit the area and it was not until 
1868 to 1870, during favorable 
wet years, that people began to 
return to the area, after a, general 
exedus. as result of the flood and 
drought. 

Meanwhile, the town of Van- 
dalia was offering competition to 
Portersville — the ‘“‘s’” was used 
in the early days — so Putnam 
offered every other lot in his 
townsite to anyone who would 
build on it. As a result, houses 
were actually moved in from Plano

A conributing 
and possibly deciding factor in lo- 
cation of the railroad, was the 
deeding of a right-of-way to 
Southern Pacific by J. B. Hockett. 

Putnam was a highly respected 
man in the early days of the com- 
In his business he ex- 


After the drought of 1877, when 
many stockmen were wiped out 
;and sheep were driven across the 
mountains into Montana and Utah 
in an effort to save the flocks, 
Putnam was on the verge of go- 
ing broke. He offered his prop- 
érty as settlement for merchandise 
bills owed to San Francisco busi- 
ness firms, but because of Put- 
nam’s reputation for honesty, the 
offer was refused and further 
credit was extended to him. 

He eventually built a new store 
and a home on the west side of 
Main street about where Wool- 
worth and Jones Hardware is now 
located. It was in 1889, while 
he was preparing to move to Mill 
and Third street to make way. for 
construction of what is now the 
Hodgson building, that. he con-| 
tracted pneumonia after’ trans- 
planting a lemon tree from loca- 
tion of his Main street home to the 
new location during rainy weather. 

He left an estate valued at 
$450,000.00, but, in the words of 
W. W. Brown, another pioneer, as 
recorded by Porterville’s historian, 
Miss Ina Stiner, he was remem- 
bered because ‘‘He did all that was 
done to establish the town.” 

Porter Putnam returned east in 
1864 to marry Mary Packard at 
Bainbridge, New York. His widow 
survived him by some 25 years to 
see the real growth of Porterville. 
Both he and Mrs. Putnam are 
buried in the Porterville cemetery. 

In. an account of the death of 
Porter Putnam, appearing in the 
October 26, 1889 issue of the Por- 
terville Enterprise, the following 
words were written: 

“Weep, oh Proterville, for your 
creator is dead. Mourn, O ye hills 
and dales for he who brought ye 
into life is no more. Hush, O ye 
boisterous who would make merry, 
for the dark mantle of eternity 
enwraps the father of our town.” 

The story further states that

At the last fish and game com- 
mission méeting, regulations were 
amended to allow more beaver to 
be trapped in more areas. Since 
the enactment of protective laws 
after the busy beaver was almost 
exterminated for profit, the ani- 
mal has made a remarkable recov- 
ery, so much so in fact he is con- 
sidered a pest in some areas. 


Beaver can do a_ considerable 
amount of damage, especially to 
trees and irrigation systems, Com- 
plaints have brought state trap- 
pers to trap and transplant the 
animals but new locations where 
the beaver can be released without 
doing damage in new areas are 
difficult to find,. thus the amend- 
ed regulations to allow controlled 
trapping for profit. 


We speak of the low elevation 
native beaver and wildlife offi- 
cials have determined t@at this 
particular species is not the best 
dam builders for the improvement 
of fishing conditions. Among other 
things, the golden beaver has been 
fooling a lot of people, because he 
is not as busy as we have been 
lead to believe, but actually is a 
bit on the lazy side according to 
game men. 

Most of the beaver that are now 
being planted at the higher eleva- 
tions for stream improvement work 
that will create more fishing space 
and better fishing are the big 
Idaho beaver.
